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In letters of President Kennedy on Octcbter 27 and of Premier 
Khrushchev and President Kennedy on October 28, 1962, firm undertakings 
were made regarding the settlement of the Cuban crisis. 


Tnese undertakings were stated in President ‘ennedy's letter of 
Gectober 27 and quoted in the Acting Secretary General's letter of 
October 28 along the following lines: 


(1) The USSR would agree to remove from Cuba, under appropriate 
United Nations observation and supervision, all weapons systems capatle 
of offensive use and would undertake, with suitable safeguards, to helt 
the further introduction of such weapon. systems into Cuta. 


(2) The United States would agree -- upon the establishment of 
adequate arrangements thrcugn the United Nations to ensure the carrying out 
and continuation of these commitments -- (a) to remove promptly the 
quarantine measures now in effect, and (Ὁ) to give assurances against an 
invasicn of Cuba. The President also expressed his confidence that other 
nations of the Western Hemisphere would be prepared to do likewise. 


Tne United States notes the statement made by tne Soviet Unicn that 
@il medium and intermediate range missiles, ali nuclear weapor: and 
components have been removed from Cuba, that all IL-28 bomoer aircreft will 
be removed by December 20, and that ali sites for medium range and inter~- 
mediate range missiies have been dismantled. It notes also that the USSR 
has stated its iatention to withdraw all militery units and rersonnei placed 
there for the servicing or guarcing of these weapons systems. The United 
States notes further the δἰ ὑοῦ of tn: USSR that no weapons capable οἵ 
offensive use will te introduced into Cuba in the future. We welcome these 
state rents and assurances. 


The undertakings in the Fresident's letter of Octobte> 27 that the 
United Nations would be enabled to verify the remcval of missiles and tombers 
and the destruction of sites, end that United Nations sa?egusrds would te 
agreed upon to ensure against furtier introduction into Cuba of weepons 
systems capable of offensive use, have not teen fulfilled. A min’ sum 
inspection procedure was, however, arranged in cooperation with the USSK_ 
under which the United States nave. vessels have received substantial 
verification that Soviet vessels leaving Cuba have carried out the numrer 
of missiles wnich the USSR had certifiea tc the United Stetes as having 
been in Cuba. The Soviet Unicon has also agreed to a similer form of 
verification of the impending withdrawal of ali IL-28 bomter eircreft 
introduced into Cura. 
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In view of the stens that heave been taken by the Soviet Union 
to date: 


the United States on its part, as of November 20, 1962, lifted 
the quarantine instituted on October 23, 1962; and the United States 
further gives essurance that, 


provided no nuclear weapons or other weapons capable of offensive 
use are present in cr reintroduced into Cuba, and provided Cuba does not 
take action to threaten the peace and security of the Western Hemisphere, 
it dees not intend, as the President made clear at his press conference 
on November 20, to invade Cube or support an invasion of Cuca. 


This statement is made [or the understanding that] by reason of the 
refusal of Cuba to permit arrengements contemplated to assure the 
carrying out and continuation of the commitments in regard to the 
maintenance and introduction of such weapons systems in Cube, the United 
States will, untii such time as such arrangements car ¢ effected, continue 
to employ such other means of observation and verification as may te 
necessary. 


The undertekings stated herein dc not alter o. impair the rights 
and otiigetions contained in the Unitec Nations Charter or the Inter- 
Americen Tresty or Reciprocal Assistance, to both of which the United 
States is δι rarty. 
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(2) The United States would agree o- won the establishaant of 
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
